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| nall the world, there are three landmarks of sacred 
meaning for all Armenian-Americans. Each is a unique 
symbol of our faith, our heritage, and our freedom. 


As Christians , we revere the redemptive hill of 
Calvary, as Armenians, the eternal majesty of Ararat, and 
as Americans the austere eloquence of Ellis Island. 


Until 1954, in its course of sixty-two years, this dark- 
some dot in New York harbor was the Gateway to the 
New World for 16 million immigrants. But in their anx- 
ious eyes, Ellis Island might well have been a Treasure 
Island of glittering gold. In reality, it was a haven for 
the human flotsam of an inhuman world. 


Here, for the ‘‘tired, the poor, the huddled masses 
yearning to be free,’’ began a miracle of gestation that 
would ultimately deliver joyful masses of new-born Amer- 
icans. Among them were the proud Armenians, survivors 
of the barbarous genocide of 1915. 


Today there are perhaps 500,000 citizens of Armenian 
ancestry in the United States. And yet, throughout the 
glorious history of this Land of the Free, no persons of 
proud ancestry, no heir of long generations, no 
nationality of millions can claim a contribution of more 
substance nor a greater love for America than these 
500,000. 


One must realize that for the Armenian-American, Ellis 
Island was more than a Gateway to the New World. It 
was, and is, the Gateway to a New Life.

SIXTY YEARS OF AMAA

One such event was the start of the 
Armenian Evangelical movement in the first half 
of the 19th century. Another was the birth of the

f The A.M.A.A. was organized by a few visionaries 

rom a handful of Armenian Evangelical churches in the Eastern U.S.A. These 

churches were founded by those who had escaped the persecutions of the latter 
part of the 19th century and the first genocide attempt of the 20th century. 

The purpose of the newly organized A.M.A.A. was to extend a helping hand as 
an expression of the love of Christ to the suffering Armenians, especially in the 
Middle East. 

The financial help, even though relatively very small compared to some of the 
nay societies, had a far greater impact because of the keenness of the 
feeling the Association had for the suffering Armenian brethren. This help grew 
In size and in its scope very rapidly. It was instrumental in establishing Armenian 
Evangelical schools related to the newly established churches in the diaspora; 
beginning with kindergarten, grammer schools to high schools, finally reaching 
its culmination in the establishment of Haigazian College in Beirut. Many of us 
are beneficiaries of these learning centers. 

The helping hand of A.M.A.A. was strengthened as the Armenian Evangelical 
churches increased in size and in number after 1922. The orphans and widows 
and youngsters helped by A.M.A.A., began to strengthen the hands of 
A.M.A.A. in the thirties, forties and fifties. The effectiveness of A.M.A.A. has 
been its faithfulness as required of a steward. Apostle Paul, in I Cor. 4:1,2 speaks 
of the faithfulness of stewardship. God wants us to be faithful stewards, once He 
has elevated us to such a position of trust. Our faithfulness will be demonstrated 
by the amount of interest and time, talent and money we put at the feet of our 
Lord for His service. The reward will be the joy of giving and serving Him here 
and now. and ‘‘well done, thou good and faithful servant’’ in eternity. 

I firmiy believe that the words of Apostle Peter in the year 301, ‘‘You are a 
chosen race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, God’s own people, that you may 
declare the wonderful deeds of Him who called you out of darkness into His mar- 
velous light! Once you were no people but now you are God’s people; once you 
had not received mercy but now you have received mercy!’’ apply to us Ar- 
menians who were called by God as a nation out of darkness into His marvelous 
light to declare His wonderful deeds. What a blessed calling! What a position of 
high trust! 

Our forefathers have given the greatest measure of their devotion to God by 
remaining faithful unto death and have passed the Light on through all genera- 
tions in our stormy history down to us. We are entrusted with God’s gift and 
grace.

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LEBANON 
ARMENIANS IN 
DISASTER 


News coming out of Beirut since Oc- 
tober, soon after the Syrian shelling 
had stopped, is extremely bad. Tele- 
‘phone conversations with more than 
half a dozen reliable sources indicate 
the serious devastation that has 
touched Armenian quarters of Eshref- 
ieh, Nor Hadjin, Nor Marash, Ama- 
nos, Trad and other areas. Estimates 
indicate that 50% of Armenian homes 
have been badly damaged leaving a 
whole stream of refugees. Thousands 
have lost home and business, and the 
United Nations is calling for supplies 
for 190,000 families (450,000 persons). 
Since Armenians constitute 1/10th of 
the Lebanese population, and in view 
of the fact that the Armenian quarters 
were hit mostly, there must be close to 
20,000 Armenian families in dire 
distress. 

Almost all the school buildings 
(more than 12) have received rockets 
and bombs and will require extensive 
repairs if they are to be used, and 
almost all the churches have been hit 
also. The provisions that Armenian- 
Americans will be required to make 
will be in the areas of relief, teacher 
salary support, school budget deficit 
support and repairs, to enable life to go 
on. The projection of the AMAA will 
require $20,000 a month for six 
months for emergency relief and 


$500,000 for the other needs listed 
above. We call upon our brothers here 
to be self-giving to help out. (For 
details of the damages see ‘‘Lebanon 
Update’’ on page 3) 


On this sixtieth anniversary, the AMAA 
more than ever needs the moral, spiritual 
and financial support of each one of us. 
We must re-dedicate ourselves and carry 
on the most commendable work started 
sixty years ago by a handful but faithful 
and dedicated servants and stewards of 
God, so that the light of the Gospel may 
shine ever brighter among the Armenians 
and on the mission fields all over the 
world. In the words of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, ‘‘To reach the port of heaven 
we must sail, sometimes with the wind 
and sometimes against it—but we must 
sail, not drift or lie at anchor.’’ Lives are 
too precious and the time too short. 

Pray with us that as we sail together 
on board-the_ship of A.M.A.A., His 
hand may always be on the helm.

LEBANON UPDATE 


For a matter of 10 days Armenians in Armenian quarters 
of East Beirut lived in ‘‘hell,’’ and following the cease-fire 
felt and behaved as though all was lost. In reality most were 
dazed. Damages reported are extremely high. Some of the 
troubles may be summed up as follows which in reality have 
been confirmed by six separate sources, two of which are the 
President and Dean of Haigazian, Dr. John J. Markarian 
and Manuel Jinbashian respectively. Their recommendation 
is to provide for resources that surpass one half million 
dollars. 


—More than 600 persons lived in the basement shelter of 
a church-school complex for more than two weeks. One 
daily loaf of Arabic (Peda) bread was distributed per a 
Forty persons in this group experienced nervous ee 
downs. Hysteria is rampant and tranquilizers are one of the 
most needed medications.

—Armenian dead are estimated at about 60, so we are 
speaking about 660 deaths and casualties. What Mr. Missak 
Jerejian, custodian of the AMAA-Philibosian properties in 
Nor Hadjin reports, is a sample of the tragic events and 
conditions: 

‘‘During the second phase of the events, September - Oc- 
tober, everything worsened. Destructions everywhere, 
especially on the Eastern side of the city and the summer 
resorts. There was nothing that was spared, neither human 
life, houses, nor commercial and industrial centers. In those 
10 days Beirut became hell — a destruction that was rarely 
seen in the history of mankind. Nobody knew who died, 
wounded and what happened to the city. It was after the 
decision of the curfew by the two Presidents of Lebanon and 
Syria in Damascus on the 7th of October that the people 
came out of the shelters to see the reality. The damages are 
enormous, too, in the Armenian quarters of Hadjin, Khalil 
Bedaoui and Bourj-Hammoud. 

Our 
Philibosian building is destroyed altogether. It is shelled and 
burnt. The building has come down like a lump of earth,

ELLIS ISLAND REMEMBERED 


September 23, 1978, known as the 
Ellis Island Remembered day, will 
never be stamped out of the minds and 
eyes of 600 Armenians who revisited 
the Island not as immigrants this time 
but as full-fledged, successful Ar- 
menian Americans. Standing in New 
York harbor on that beautiful day, 
People made an imaginary journey 
back to the land of their ancestors, 
back to 3,000 years of civilization and 
culture. They joyfully shared with the 
Governor of New York State and the 
Mayor of the great City of New York 
their heritage, their hopes and their 
aspirations. On September 23 the 
Mission was accomplished. One Ellis 
Island Park service man said, ‘‘What 
We need are days like this.’’ Of course, 
he was referring to a beautiful and 
sunny day, with ‘God’s air condition- 
ing’ at work. People listened to won- 
derful speeches, watched colorful folk 
dances of the Antranig Dance Group, 
and got excited looking at the fire 
boats saluting the crowd lined up 
against the walls.

Ellis Island may do so by sending their contributions to the AMAA office in the 
next eight or nine months when the plaque will be completed for installation. 
Other donations have been received towards the landscaping. The names of these 
donors have been recorded in a Memorial Book, copy of which will be on display 
in Ellis Island, and another copy will be kept at AMAA Headquarters on 140 
Forest Avenue in Paramus. 

Cheerful members of the Welcome Committee greeted visitors as they came to 
the gangway at Battery Park, where they were given box lunches of choereg, 
olives, cheese, lavash, egg, the Armenian sujuk and basderma, raisins, walnuts, 
apricots and apples, all wrapped up in colorful bandanas reminiscent of banda- 
nas worn by immigrant women. Most of these foods were donated by generous 
Armenian businessmen dealing with that specific item. Among those were: Haig 
Berberian, Bedrossian Brothers, and Edward Garry from California; Vay 
Najarian, Harry Toufayan, Harry Aslanian of the East Coast as well as Mr. & 
Mrs. Ralph Goomrigian who provided services and use of their refrigerated 
truck. 

Visitors were given a symbolic passport and a commemorative book containing 
special remarks by several dignitaries including President Carter. Ferries every 
half hour brought the visitors to the Island where hour-long guided tours were 
conducted by special National Park interpreters or Tour Guides. Featured in the 
tour was a special exhibit of Armenian Immigrants’ passports ai./ neriod family 
photographs. 

At exactly 1 p.m. a Coast Guard boat carrying the honored guesis of the day 
arrived at the Island; they were Ambassador Momjian accompanied by New 
York’s Governor Hugh Carey and Mayor Edward Koch, Mr. Alex Manoogian, 
International Life President of the AGBU; Mr. Edward Mardigian, President of 
AGBU of America; Mr. George Philibosian, AMAA International Chairman of 
the 60th Anniversary Campaign, and Mr. Archie Cherkezian, AMAA President. 
Other dignitaries on the dais were Mr. John Mirack, Mr. Jack Stark, Mr. 
Whalen, Mr. David Moffitt and Mr. Anthony Cucchiara. 

Mr. Momjian opened the ceremonies by saying, ‘‘It looks like I’m always 
waiting for a boat.’’ Reference was to the delay of Dr. G.H. Chopourian, 
Executive Director of the AMAA, who had missed the Coast Guard boat because 
he had to resolve problems of delay of deliveries. ‘‘But,’’ continued Mr. Mom- 
jian, ‘‘we will wait for him because he has done more than all of us to make today 
a reality.’ Arriving to the applause of the cheering crowd, Dr. Chopourian 
commented, ‘I’m glad, however, I did not miss one boat — the boat from South- 
hampton to New York on September 7, 1955.”’ 

Governor Carey expressed his admiration for our people and enthusiastically 
saluted Armenian-Americans participating in this unique cultural and ecological 
project. ‘Americans of Armenian heritage,’’ he said, ‘“‘have made considerable 
contributions to the economic, social and cultural growth of the Empire State and 
this great Nation; I am pleased to commend the dedication and imagination 
demonstrated by all involved in this noteworthy project.’’ Announcing a special 
surprise, the Governor asked Mrs. Aznive Essepian, unaware of what was to take 
place, to step forward. Mr. Momjian announced, ‘‘Fifty-three years ago, Mrs. 
Essepian arrived here on Ellis Island. The surprise is that we received her natural- 
ization papers just this past Wednesday in Albany and the Governor of the State 
of New York will personally present them to her here today.’’ Governor Carey 
then proclaimed, ‘‘Here is our new citizen.’’ This was an especially touching 
highlight of the day’s events. Many in the audience were reminiscing back to the 
days when they first set foot on the Island, including one of the oldest attendees, 
87 year old Eranoohi Manoogian who had come 55 years ago to this country and 
who made heroic efforts to be present on this occasion. 

President Carter sent a message acknowledging the Armenians as the oldest 
people in the world, having struggled with great courage and tenacity to preserve 
their own identity and their own customs. He appreciated the deep religious 
beliefs of our people and had no doubt that no other people had suffered as much 
for their faith. His rousing great message was, ‘I feel very deeply that I should 
make sure that this is never forgotten, not only the tragedy of your history, but 
also the present contributions that you make and the bright future that you have.”” 

Cecil Andrus, whose representative was present on the Island because he him- 
self was prevented from coming due to last minute responsibilities, expressed his 
admiration that the Armenian Americans had taken-a-leadership role in begin- 
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ning restoration of Ellis Island, through which sixteen million immigrants from 
over 100 nations had passed into the mainstream of American life. 

William Saroyan, invited but unable to attend the celebrations because he was 
in France on that day, sent a freshly written story for the occasion in which he 
recalled that first his father, a Presbyterian preacher (and private poet) arrived at 
Ellis Island in 1905, and after a period of 22 very difficult months, his mother, 
two sisters,a baby brother and other close relatives entered America through the 
gates of Ellis Island. 

Other participants in the program were Sylvia Kutchukian who sang the Hayr 
Mer followed by two folk songs and the Antranig Dance Group who performed 
folk dances for half an hour. There was a large school band which played spirited 
American songs and tour guides who took a large number of guests through the 
gates of the huge Immigration Building. But the climax of the entire day was 
reached when Mr. Alex Manoogian stood up and spoke about his second visit to 
the Island after 58 years, the first visit having been at the time when he was 17 
years old. He said, ‘“‘Sometimes a trip to the past helps us see our future in Its 
Proper perspective. Today’s gathering is such a trip to the past, where life in 
America began for most of us.

However, Momjian has not limited his participation in 
ethnic organizations and cultural affairs to his own ethnic 
group. He is a member of the board of the Balch Institute, 
the largest museum and study center in North America 
devoted to ethnic studies, and he was one of the first whites 
elected to the all-black board of the Afro-American His- 
torical and Cultural Museum. 

Four major events have resulted from his dedication to 
the goal of helping fellow Armenians respect their past as 
they fulfill their potential as Americans: in 1975 the “‘Thank 
You America’”’ Bicentennial Banquet expressing the grati- 
tude of the Armenians toward their adoptive land; the 
historic December 1977 meeting of the Armenian General 
Benevolent Union’s President’s Club in Washington during 
which one session was interrupted by a visit by President 
Carter; the May 1978 reception in the White House marking 
the first held there for Armenians; and the September 23 
event sponsored by the Armenian Missionary Association 
on Ellis Island which was planned as a tribute to the im- 
migrant ancestors of the Armenians, and to all of America’s 
immigrants. 

Born in Atlantic City, N.J. in 1930, Momjian is a 
graduate of Atlantic City High School and of LaSalle 
College in Philadelphia, where he was a journalism major. 

He credits his own parents, Charles and Julia, for his un- 
derstanding of the needs and aspirations of America’s 
varied ethnic population. His parents came to this country 
from Malatya, Turkish Armenia, and entered this country 
through Ellis Island. 

Momjian’s Bicentennial gifts of miniature liberty bells 
cast from a piece of the original to President Gerald Ford 
and Queen Elizabeth II made headlines around the world in 
July 1976. Cast by master craftsman Gene Zweigle, each bell 
is less than an inch high and rests in an elaborate bell-shaped 
leather case. 

At the Inaugural Concert last year, Momjian presented 
one of the bells to President Carter; the President keeps it on 
his bedroom bureau in the White House. 

Momjian will be one of five individuals representing the 
United States at the United Nations in New York. The 
others are chief Ambassador Andrew Young, State Depart- 
ment career diplomat James Leonard, and two members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, Abraham Ribicoff 
of Connecticut and Senator James B. Pearson of Kansas. 

He has been allocated an apartment in New York near the 
United Nations and an office at the U.S. Mission to the 
United Nations. 

He is married to the former Joan Darakjian Reed and has 
two sons, Christopher, 13, and Bruce, 16. 

In commenting on his appointment, he remarked: ‘‘I feel 
the importance of this is not so much that I, Set Momjian, 
was appointed, but that an Armenian was appointed.”’

To celebrate its 60 years of mission- 
ary endeavor and service, the Board of 
Directors of the AMAA decided to 
send one of its members, the Rev.

newly purchased through the generous 
help of the AMAA. Rev. Sogomian 
had the privilege of reaching out to the 
entire community with the story of 
AMAA through the two Armenian 
Radio Stations which broadcast four 
and a half hours of Armenian programs 
every day. On Saturday, August 19, at 
10:00 p.m. more than one hundred 
guests, representing the entire Ar- 
menian community, were honored at a 
banquet held in one of the sumptuous 
halls of the Victoria Plaza hotel. It was 
a most pleasing experience for those 
present to hear of the monumental 
work done by the AMAA in thirteen 
different countries around the world. 


In Buenos Aires, Argentina, where 
Rev. Sogomian spent six days, the 
newly purchased building of the 
AMAA on one of the most important 
Avenues in the heart of the City, 
became the center of activities through- 
out that period. A series of three 
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evening worship services, organization- 
al meetings with the local committee, 
and a fund-raising banquet in their 
own hall with more than 230 people at- 
tending, marked the highlights of that 
week. In addition to these meetings, 
Rev. Sogomian had the rare privilege 
of visiting five of the seven Armenian 
daily schools in the City of Buenos 
Aires, and to relate to the host of 
students the extensive educational 
work which the AMAA has been un- 
dertaking in the Middle East and else- 
where. The joyful news that some 
10,000 Armenian students receive their 
education in some thirty schools that 
are financially supported by _ the 
AMAA was indeed good news to 
students, teachers and principals alike. 

The third city visited by Rev. 
Sogomian was Sao Paulo, Brazil. For 
seven full days, he took every oppor- 
tunity to expose to the Armenian com- 
munity the extensive humanitarian ef- 
forts of the Association to the needy 
among our people all over the world. 
At a banquet held in the Armenian 
Community Hall with close to 200 
guests attending, Rev. Sogomian gave 
an invitation and a challenge to those 
present to become a part of that host of 
benefactors who give generously and 
sacrificially for the preservation of all 
that is beautiful, rich and most worth- 
while in our culture and tradition. His 
message did not go unheeded, for 
many responded generously to the ap- 
peal, and thus became partners in the 
holy task of preserving and uplifting 
our people all over the world. 

In a summary statement regarding 
his overall impressions and the impact 
of his trip, Rev. Sogomian emphasized 
the importance of our South American 
Armenian communities within the total 
picture of the Armenian diaspora. 
Their vitality, enthusiasm and eager- 
ness to be and remain good Armenians 
against great odds, is most commend- 
able and worthy of emulation. No mat- 
ter where, in this wide world, two or 
three Armenians get together, there 
you may be sure will soon be a church, 
a school, and a community which, 
through its major contributions to 
their adopted country, would bring 
honor to God and the Armenian name.

Jirair M. Sogomian, Pastor of the Im- 
manuel Armenian Congregational 
Church of Downey, California; at the 
Memorial Service: 


Dear Uncle Jimmy: : 
When I heard of your abrupt exit 
from the scene of our life here in 
Southern California, ] must confess 
that alongside with hundreds of your 
friends, I too felt deeply disappointed 


and even a little bit angry. But because 
| know through our common friend 
Isaiah, the prophet, that ‘“‘God’s 
thoughts are not our thoughts, neither 
are his ways Our ways,’’ I cannot hold 
against you your sudden departure 
from the scene of our common life! 

[ have not written too many letters to 
you through the years of our friend- 
ship, except perhaps a few when we 
served together on the executive com- 
mittee of the Armenian Evangelical 
Union. But here is a personal letter 
which I would have liked to write to 
you, except for the fact that the oppor- 
tunity never presented itself. Oh, some 
might think it’s a little late to write to 


you, but lam certain the messengers of 
heaven will make sure you receive this 
message. 


Through the years that you were 
with us here on earth, you made sure 
your left hand would not know what 
your right hand was doing. You knew 
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how to do your good deeds quietly 
without any noise or fanfare. You 
sowed the seeds of good will so gently 
and quietly like snowflakes that fall on 
the ground to enrich the soil with 
moisture that it may bring an abundant 
harvest. But I think it is time now to let 
your light so shine before men that 
they may see your good works and give 
glory to our Father in heaven. I guess I 
should have done this while you were 
still with us, but you know how we are, 
we never fully appreciate the good and 
beautiful until we lose it... and besides, 
it would have caused you embarrass- 
ment to hear someone sing your praises. 
And so, I admired you, mostly silently, 
just the way you loved people! 
Oh, how you loved people, all 
people, in more ways than one can 
describe. You never believed in pure 
spirituality. For you there was no 
justice apart from doing justly. For 
you there was no such thing as mercy 
apart from merciful deeds. And you 
never thought of love apart from 
loving somebody in specific and con- 
crete ways. You loved the poor, the 
dispossessed, the lonely and sometimes 
rough immigrants that came to our 
shores. You loved the unlovely, even 
those forgotten by our churches. When 
we did not yet have our Armenian 
Evangelical Social Service Center, you 
alone were a Social Service Center, 
reaching out to those in need, and 
freely giving of your time, talents and 
treasure with a Christ-like spirit and a 
beautiful smile that brought joy, com- 
fort and hope to all around you. Most 
of all, you loved your people. You 
loved them as a father, as a brother, as 
a friend, but above all as a fellow suf- 
ferer. To me, a preacher, you preached 
more sermons of the flesh and blood 
kind, the kind God likes to hear. Your 
deeds of love and mercy were your of- 
fering, your worship to God. ‘Truly, I 
say to you,”’ as you already know by 
now, ‘‘that all you did to the least of 
your human brothers and sisters, you 
did it to Jesus.’’ 


Another thing, uncle Jimmy, that 
made me admire you silently, was the 
way you saw the good, the beautiful 
and the promising in people, and 
especially the young people. The way 
you took interest in the Armenian 
youth at La Conte Jr. High, the way 
you often expressed yourself about 
them, ‘‘those beautiful young kids’ 
you would say, ‘‘we have to do 


something for them; we have to find 
some money and take care of their 
needs.’? The way you showed fatherly 
concern for them makes so many of us 
ashamed of our selfish non-involve- 
ment. At your age, and in your busy 
life, you accepted the challenges that 
should have been claimed by younger 
people, but they were all busy making 
money, and you were so young at heart! 
Last week at church, a character in 
our Old Testament lesson reminded me 
so much of you. Remember good old 
Caleb, Joshua’s friend? Remember 
how Caleb and Joshua were the only 
two of the twelve spies sent to the 
promised land who brought back words 
of courage and hope to their fellow 
Israelites. Well, 45 years later, when 
Caleb was 85 years old, the Israelites 
were standing on the edge of the 
Promised Land, and because of his 
faithfulness to God, he was offered to 
choose any part of the land he wanted. 
Would he take the rich valley, or the 
fertile fields, or the beautiful lands by 
the river? No! Caleb tells Joshua, 
““Give me the mountain.’’ Give me the 
rough country where the giant sons of 
Anak had to be conquered. At 85, 
Caleb accepted the challenge that 
youth would shirk, because he trusted 
God to be faithful. He reminded me so 
much of you! And you were so much 
like him, always choosing the moun-' 
tain because you had the energy, the 
patience, the courage and the dedica- 
tion to climb. By the way, if you hap- 
pen to meet good old Caleb, say Hello! 
to him, and tell him that his wonderful 
example of courage and faith has not 
been lost to history, neither shall your 
example of courage and faith be lost to 
us. Where you have left, we shall con- 
tinue the climb. We may never reach 
the top, but we shall always continue 
the climb inspired by your selfless, 
courageous spirit. 
Well, uncle Jimmy, what more shall 
I say. As you shared your life with us, 
you taught us and inspired us to walk 
the second mile of Christian service, 
and in your death you shall continue to 
speak to us through the hundreds of 
lives you have touched with the gentle- 
ness of your spirit. May God establish 
the work of your indefatigable hands. 
Those of us left behind for a while, 
today celebrate your life and thank 
God from the bottom of our hearts for 
one we loved dearly, our unique Uncle 
Jimmy.

VAHE A. BERBERIAN 
Composer of Armenian Classical Music 

Vahe A. Berberian, 48, composer of 
Armenian classical and sacred music, 
died Wednesday, October 4, 1978, at 
his home in Beltsville, Maryland. He 
suffered from arteriosclerosis. He was 
the son of the late Reverend and Mrs. 
Assadour Berberian. 

Mr. Berberian was born in Keurkune 
(Kessab), Syria. He was educated at the 
Melkonian Institution, Nicosia, 
Cyprus, from 1946 to 1951. After 
graduation, he attended Aleppo 
College, Aleppo, Syria, and was 
graduated in 1953. He taught physical 
education at Aleppo College from 1953 
to 1957. In 1956, he was Athlete of the 
Year in Syria and a Silver Medialist in 
the Middle East Olympics. In 1957, he 
came to the United States to further his 
education, and attended Eastern 
Michigan University, Ypsilanti, Michi- 
gan. He earned his Bachelor’s Degrees 
in music and geography in 1960. He 
then came to Washington, D.C., and 
earned his Master’s Degree in interna- 
tional relations in 1964, with special 
emphasis on Middle Eastern affairs. 
Vahe Berberian would have received 
his PhD in international service in June 
1970, but he had the unfortunate ex- 
perience of suffering a heart attack in 
December 1969, followed by three ad- 
ditional heart attacks and open heart 
surgery. Following his tragic heart ail- 
ment, he dedicated most of his time to 
composing music. The first two com- 
positions were sacred music; ‘‘The 
Lord’s Prayer’’, and ‘‘My Lord, My 
Lord, I Love You’’. The first one 
reverently expressed his Christian faith, 
and the second one was an expression 
of gratitude for God for his healing and 
sustaining love. Later, several other 
spiritual creations followed; namely, 
“‘The Crucifixion’’, ‘‘Hallelujah to the 
Lord’’, ‘‘Praise the lLord’’, and 
‘‘Hallelujah, A Child is Born in 
Bethlehem’’. He recently completed 
“Overture to 1915’’, a forty-five 
minute symphonic composition, the 
only one of its kind, inspired by the 
Armenian massacres of 1915. Upon 
completion of the ‘‘Overture of 1915”’, 
he said, ‘‘now I can die in peace’’. His 
classical and sacred music com- 
positions were performed before Ar- 
menian and American groups in 
Washington at St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church and the Armenian Apostolic 
Church of St. Mary’s by musicians 
from the National and Arlington sym- 
phonies. 
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who played the 
clarinet very well, was known in Ar- 
menian circles for his performances 
throughout the country. He performed 
before live Armenian groups such as 


Mr. Berberian, 


the Armenian General Benevolent 
Union, the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America, the Tekeyan 
Cultural Society of Washington, D.C., 
and many other groups. Also, he 
recorded folk music which was broad- 
cast on the Armenian radio hour in 
Washington, D.C. He was known as 
“‘the clarinetist who made the clarinet 


; cry”’ 


He was a member of the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America, 
and a true friend of all Armenians. 

Survivors include his wife, E. 
Pauline; a brother, George of Miami; 
and a sister, Berjouhi Callway of 
Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. 

A. memorial service was held at 
Hines-Rinaldi Funeral Home on Oc- 
tober 6, 1978, by The Reverend Bernard 
Guekguezian, pastor of the Presbyter- 
ian Church of Paramus, N.J.; Bishop 
Papken Varjabedian, Legate of the 
Primate of North America, Washing- 
ton, D.C.; and Reverend Father Sahag 
Vertanessian of Holy Cross Church, 
Chevy Chase, Maryland. Interment 
was in Gilbert, Pennsylvania.
